Both these women were subjected to
search by one of the matrons, but even
the prison authorities admit that this
search Is not thoroughly effective In
preventing the smuggling of small ob-

jects to prisoners by those who are de-

termined to do so.
Mrs. Annie Orimm was seen at her

home by an "Evening World" reporter
ahortly before noon She was Just
tying up a small parcel of food which
ah said was Intended for Miller.

When told of Miller's death the woman
droppel the parcel upon the floor and
stood speechless with horror for a few
moments

"That In she finally gasped.
'Why, he was not sick when I saw him
lat Monday."

When told that he had committed sul-
fide by using a razor. Mrs. Orlmm wrung
he' hands and tietween sobs said In
(Jcrman to another young woman who
was In the room:

"He said that he could get anything
for money In the Tomb. I suppose they
must have sold him the nzor."

Tho young woman whom she d

said that she was the wife of
n potisln of Miller, and lived In West
HolMiken. Hhe refused, however, to glvu
her name, Hhi had only shortly brforo
arrived and wan giilng to accompany
Mrn. Orlmm to the Tombs.

Mrs. Mary Hoffman, who had visited
Miller In comimny with Mrs. Orlmm
lam Monday, Is the landlady of W4 Kait
Thlrteinlh street, and was actuated
solely by compassion. Mrs. Orlmm said,
In calling on the prisoner.

Miller had lived with the Grimms for
the last three years.

"Hut I knew him since ho was a boy
moaned Mrs. Orlmm, "and would have
trusted him with my life. He was not
only good and honest, but he was as
gertle and d as a woman
I never would have thought him capable
of committing a crime

Mrs. Orlmm nnd the othero'eung wo-
man afterwards left for the Tombs, but
did not take the parcel of food along

Dougherty, who occupied the cell with
Miller, was Instantly and closely ques-
tioned. He declared pisitlvely that he
had never seen Miller's razor, and did
not know that the man had one.

Dougherty Is a race track follower, ac-

cused of calling Kil Meyer, another man
of the same occupation, to his door at
KAI Avenue A, the nigni or Juiy lasi,
and shooting him dead.

On the morning of April 19, August
I,oemer, Hlxty-thr- years of age,
was found dead In the basement
of Henry Helile ft Co.'s candy factory,
1S3 Franklin street. His skull had been
crushed In with a club or some blunt
Instrument and his face covered with a
luindkerchief anil un old gunny sack.

Lrfu-nie-r was u night watchman In tho
factory, and It wus found that his trip
watch had stopped at 1 A. M. The
caBh drawer of the oflloc had been pried
open and robbed of 117.

The scene of the crime is only a
stone's throw from the Leonard street
police station, quick woik on the part
of the detectives fastened the murder
on Miller, who had formerly worked in
the candy factory, but had been dis-
charged about three weeks before.

He was seen hanging about the place
at 5 o'clodk In the afternoon of the pre-
vious day. He subsequently admitted
having concealed himself behind a pile
of bags, wherp he fell asleep. I.oemer
found him and shook him violently to
awaken him.

In the struggle that ensued. Miller
killed the old man with a club and
subsequently Is believed to have used a
heavy hummer on the body to make
sure the Job wus well done. Miller then
rilled the money drawer and (led.

Miller afterwards made a statement
to the police that the encounter with
Ixjeffler occurred when the old nmn
caiiidit him rubbing the money drawer.

Miller was born twenty-liv- e years ago
In I'faU, Oermuny. Ho eurne to New
York eight years ogo.

Wagonloads of garbage were taken
from the Thirtieth Ward, or New
Utrecht, Brooklyn, this morning, to the
Coney Island Crematory, on Canal ave-
nue, where It will be consumed. In the
matter of disposing of its garbage.
New I'trecht and Coney inland are
ahead of New York.

City Works Commissioner White, of
Brooklyn, bus become so well pleased
with the disposition of the garbage
at the crematory that he advises the con-
struction of one In which to bum all
tho garbagi gathered In the city.

At Coney Island the cremator)- - can
consume twenty-fiv- e tuns of garbage a
day. Of this amount about ten tons
dally will be taken fru,m New Utrecht.

The crematory will be enlarged next
yeur, to provide tor tho disposition of
garbage from other M'urds neur Coney
Island The cost of burning the New
I'trecht garbage is much less than
disposing of It by scows. Some of It,
however, will still he carried out to sea,
as the crematory Is not large enough to
consume ull the garbage collected.

During the Winter, when the hotela
at Coney Island are closed, some of the
garbage collected In the city will be
consumed In the crematory.

SUPPOSED TO BE INSANE.

Illake Jumped from nn Ambulance
and Is at I.arse.

The police are looking for John J.
Blake, under the general description of
an escaped lunatic

Blake, who la thirty-tw- o years old,
and who lives at 82 Pike street, pre-

sented himself at the Madison street
police station yesterday, and requested
that he be sent to a hospital, as hc felt
that hc was Irresponsible. He seemed
to be on the verge of delirium tremens
and he was accordingly escorted to
Oouvcrneur Hospital by a police-

man.
Blake was quiet enough on this trip,

but as soon as the policeman left htm he
began to make things lively for the
attendants and physicians at the hos-
pital. He was finally calmed, and, as
the hospital authorities were afraid of
another outbreak, they i)eclded to
transfer him to Bellevue Jlespltul,
where there are better faclltttsjj for con-
trolling violent patients.

Blake seemed no rational when the
ambulnnce started with him that he
was not bound In any way. As the
ambulance wsh passing First avenue
and Twenty-Becon- d street, he suddenly
sprang to his feet with a yell, knocked
the surgeon off his seat at the rear,
leaped Into the street and disappeared
at a run In the direction of the river.

The surgeon do not think, however,
that h got Into the water, for he was
not seen about the piers. A general
alarm has been sent out for him. Hc
had not returned to his home thin fore-
noon, and nothing has been heard of
him, so that It Is not altogether Impos-
sible that his course led him as fur us
the river.

I.lebes appeared to he very weak, and

iVest Twenty-sixt- h Street Besi-den- ts

Complain ot a Plant.

Health Hoard Will Sue the Kdlion
Illuminating Company.

Henry Stelnert, attorney and coun-

sellor to tbe Hoard of Healtb, lias been
dltectcd by City Sanitary Superintend
ent Dr. Charles H. Itoberts to begin
suit URalnst the Kdlson Ulcctrlc Illu-
minating Company, for, it Is alleged,
falling to obey un order of the Hoard
of Health to suppress a nuisance said
to bo maintained by the Company.
Notice of the action will be served upon
II. A. Campell, Superintendent of the
Company,

For the last six months scarcely a
neck has elapsed that one or more com-
plaints against the Company's plant at
47 to 51 West Tnenty-slxt- h street have
not been entered. The complainants nere
residents of the neighborhood, who stated
thut the showers of cinders, soot and
dust coming from the big chimneys al-

most continually made life In the vicinity
somewhat of a hardship.

Clothea bung out on ihe roof lines to
dry ii ere tmeared with soot and sprin-
kled with cinders, it was alleged, and
when windows nere opened to air the
rooms of dwellings for any length of
time the deposits were so extensive as
to make the rooms almost unfit for
habitation.

To Keep verandas anywhere near the
plant clean was out of the question. The
air, the complainants allege, was at
times so laden with the myriads of little
black specks that after sitting ouslde or
near un open ulndou-- for a half hour It
became neceJsary to Indulge In an ablu-
tion of soap and hot water in order to
present a cleinly ,ppearance.

Inspectors ot the Hoard of Health
Iniestigatlons as early as last

March, und reported that the nuisance
complained of really existed. Orders to
abatu the same were ltsueil. and flic
Company promised to take heed, but
the complainants found no relief. The

amu conditions continued to prevail,
until finally the City Improvement So-
ciety took hold of the mutter and found
out what the trouble v. as.

It uas ascertained that there were no
screens lu the chimneys, and that the
draught was so great that at times when
extra coaling up was neceisary soot and
cinders were belcned forth In little
clouds.

The oflleers of the Company promised
to put In screens and. If necessary, to
make i:uch other Impiovements as
might be found advisable in order to
pn ent the escape of soot and cinders.
Whether the promise was kept or not,
does not appear. Complaints, however,
kept coming In to the Hoard of Health,
and Inspectors kept on Investigating,
but the honed for relief was not forth-
coming. Finally, the authorities tired
of dllly-dallln- g and determined to take
the mutter to the courts.

Dr Hob.-rt- s says he has a strong case
against the Company, and will listen to
no overtures for a compromise. Theperaltv is a fine not exceeding $500. or
cue cir's Imprisonment, or both.
